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County approves 
purchase of two 
Sheriff’s cruisers

St. Patrick's Day proved lucky 
for the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office as the County 
Board of Commissioners 
approved the purchase of two 
new police cruisers to beef up 
the department’s aging fleet. 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield has 
been keeping the Commissioners 
informed of the mounting miles 
on the fleet. Once a car reaches 
100,000 miles, it can no longer 
be used for high speed pursuits 
according to the deputies’ unton 
contract. 

“Our work depends a lot on 
reliable and safe transportation,” 
said Wakefield. “We have to 
cover nearly 600 square miles in 
this county and an aging fleet 
makes the job even tougher.” 

The County Board authorized 
$40,812 to be taken from the 


general fund for the purchase of 
two 2004 Ford Crown Victoria 
model police cruisers, black in 
color. An additional $4,554 was 
authorized for the expense of 
removing lights, radio and other 
equipment from two old cars to 
equip the new cars. 

Wakelicld said he put a lot of 
hard work into locating the best 
deal on the best cars and expects 
to have the new vehicles on the 
road within a few wecks. 

“Without these new cars, my 
guys would be sitting in the 
office instead of out on the roads 
which would lead to lay-offs,” 
Wakefield said, “We need them 
out on the road to keep law 
enforcement at its current level.” 

He added, “This move by the 
Commissioners has restored my 
faith that the County Board has- 
n’t put law enforcement on the 
back burner.” 


Judge Hunter postpones

Is the first robin sighted really the ‘first robin’?

The Crawford County 
Avalanche staff has already 
received a few notifications this 
year regarding the sighting of the 
first robin to return to Grayling. 
One call was received as early as 
mid-January; the most recent on 
March 11 by Erin Prosser on 
Riverview Road. 

It has become a sort of compe- 
lition over the years to be named 
the first person to report a robin 
in the county, but is each sighting 
really a sign of active or carly 
migration to the north? 

A search of the Internet found 
some interesting information. 

The American Robin - or sci- 
entifically, the turdus migratorius 
— is said to be a short distance 
migratory bird. According to the 
United States Geological Survey 
(USGS), the robin lives on a diet 
of mostly fruit, as well as some 
insects and worms, so it will 
travel only as far as it takes to 
satisfy its dietary needs. If pro- 
vided with adequate housing and 
proper diet, a small number of 
robins may brave the winter each 
year in northern Michigan - 
never leaving for warmer climes. 

The USGS breeding bird sur- 
vey shows the American Robin 
lives, for the most part, in the 
upper Midwest during breeding 
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and while raising their young. 
But by mid-December, when the 
Christmas bird survey is taken, 
most of the robins have indeed 
flown south to areas in Texas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama to enjoy the warmer 
weather and the more available 
fruit and insects. 

So, as much as we appreciate 
our readers’ news tips and would 
like to confirm that any one per- 
son saw the “first robin” to make 
its way back to Grayling, we just 
really can’t be sure. 

Nonetheless, after this very 


long winter, we are all anxiously 
awaiting the onset of warmer 
weather, sunshiny days and 
ereen all around. 

Think Spring... it was sched- 
uled to begin at 1:49 a.m. March 
20 and the weather forecasters 
report warmer weather is on its 
way. By the way, one of our staff 
members saw not one, but two 
robins right outside our backdoor 
on March 22. Hopefully, that is 
a good sign.

sion began on March 2, bills not only 
had been introduced but were coming 
out of committee already for floor 
action. And that's not just a bill or two, 
but dozens of them. As a long-time fol- 
lower of the Michigan lawmaking 
process, I'm not accustomed to such 
speed. In Lansing, it's usually several 
months before serious work such as get- 
ting bills to the floor is accomplished, 

Florida legislators also are term limit- 
ed as well as part time. They are paid 
about half of what Michigan legislators 
receive, 

* * * 

IT'S NOT THAT Florida is some 
tinky-dink state with no problems. It's 
larger in population than Michigan, and 
is divided along geographic, social and 
economic lines just as severely as is 
Michigan -- with the added problems of 


absorbing in Miami and South Florida 
huge numbers of immigrants, both legal 
and illegal. 

Major questions facing the Florida 
legislature this session include not only 
how to balance the budget and where to 
cut it, but whether to cut some taxes and 
raise others, financing schools and col- 
leges, high speed mass transit, health 
care coverage, abortion questions, jobs 
creation, and on and on. It almost makes 
you think you're back home. 

Michigan, of course, embraces a full 
time legislature, with pay levels begin- 
ning at $80,000 a year for ordinary law- 
makers and spreading upward for lead- 
ership roles, plus several office build- 
ings and huge support staffs, both pro- 
fessional and political. 

Is Michigan better served by its full 
time legislature than are the many part 


time legislature states? 

Does Michigan's assumed profession- 
alism of the process make for better gov- 
ernment? 

It certainly is not apparent. 

* * * 

UNTIL 40 YEARS or so ago, 
Michigan, too, operated with a part time 
legislature and limited sessions, with 
part time pay for the lawmakers. The 
idea of full time lawmaking just sort of 
grew by itself into today’ s legislative 
bureaucracy. 

Maybe Michigan should consider seri- 
ously going back to a part time legisla- 
ture, By making the system simpler, it 
might make it more efficient and effec- 
tive. 

The only way to accomplish such a 
change would be by amending the state 


will ever approve the idea. 

Few if any legislators, either present 
or past, will embrace the part time legis- 
lature, just as few if any think term lim- 
its is a good idea -- now that they are in 
office. 

The only route to change the constitu- 
tion would be by a petition drive to get 
the question of a part time legislature on 
the ballot. Petition drives these days 
need about 350,000 minimum signa- 
tures. 

Someday, someone or some group 
will take up the challenge. From my 
sense of the public's mind, I think the 
people are ready for it.

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E-filing, direct deposit 
helps get refund faster

Every year, more taxpayers 
find out how safe and easy it is to 
have their tax refund deposited 
directly into their checking or 
savings account. This option is 
available for both e-filers and 
paper return filers. 

When you file electronically, 
your refund will be issued within 
three weeks, about half the time 
it would take if you filed a paper 
return. If you also choose direct 
deposit, you might receive your 
refund in as few as 10 days. 

In 2003, more than 52 million 
taxpayers electronically filed 
their tax return. People who e- 
file find it the fastest and easiest 
way to do their taxes. 

The electronic filing program 
checks for errors or missing 
information, increasing the accu- 
racy of your return and reducing 
the need for correspondence with 
the IRS to clarify errors or omis- 
sions. Once your return 1s 


accepted for processing, you will 
receive a confirmation from the 
IRS. 

And you can usually file a 
state tax return at the same time 
you electronically file your fed- 
oral \ax retum. i 

Finally; with electronic filing,’ 
you can file your return early but: 
wait to pay any balance due by 
the tax deadline of April 15, 
2004. 

You might want to reduce the 
size your refund and put more 
money in your paycheck 
throughout the year. You and 
your employer can refigure your 
federal income tax withholding, 
allowing the correct amount to 
be deducted. 

For information on e-filing, 
check the IRS Web site at 
www.irs.gov. You will also find 
a withholding calculator and 
worksheet, along with Form W- 
4, on the Web site. Or you may 
get Form W-4 from your 
employer or by calling the IRS 
toll free at 1-800-TAX-FORM 
(1-800-829-3676). 

The IRS says that more tax- 
payers are choosing direct 
deposit as the way to get their 
federal tax refunds. The pay- 
ment is more secure - there is no

Baptist Martyr 

The Associated Press gave the 
report of Pastor John Kelley,s mar- 
tyrdom resulting from a Valentine’s 
Day ambush by terrorists upon 
Baptist pastors near the town of 
Mahmudiyah about {5 miles south 
of Baghdad. As I read the article | 
was amazed to see the name of my 
good friend Pastor Kirk DiVietro 
listed as one of the wounded. Upon 
his return home I contacted brother 
DiVietro to encourage him and Iet 
him know I was praying for them. 
When I asked for his record of the 
incident, he suggested | go on the 
computer to Google and type in 
“Kirk DiVietro” +fraq. He is too 
busy right now with his family and 
church to write. 
Seven Baptist pastors from the New 
England states were in Iraq to bap- 
tize Iraqi Christians and assist them 
in establishing the first Baptist 
church in Iraq. They did not go to 
Iraq to evangelize Muslims, as 
brother DiVietro said, "We hope that 
we've done something tangible in 
Iraq," he said. “We weren't there to 
evangelize Muslims. We were there 
to. encourage Christians in a 
Christian community to help Iraqi 
Christians establish their own 
church.” They were there to ordain a 
pastor and offer any training and 
leadership skills desired by the Iraqi 
Christians. 
They were warmly received by the 
Iraqi people they met. As DiVietro 
said, “We did not have one negative 
experience with an Iragi person so 
we were lulled into a sense of (safe- 
ty), he said. "The Iraqi people in 
general are kind people. They were 
glad (U.S. troops) were there. 
They're glad Saddam was out of 


power." But toward the close of their 
ministry one of their cars driven by 
an Iraqi was suddenly ambushed by 
an AK 47 attack from a vehicle 
which pulled up beside them. The 
gunmen shouted Islamic oaths as 
they opened fire killing Pastor John 
Kelley and wounding pastors Kirk 
DiVetro, David Davis, and Garland 
Carey. Kelley appeared to be killed 
instantly. Members of the U.S, Arty 
later told them, "You don't survive 
that kind of an execution attempt." 
DiVietro said the taxi driver saved 
their lives, "Because the driver was- 
n't hit and had the state of mind not 
to stop, he floored the vehicle," he 
said. "We later thanked him and he 
said, ‘I didn't do it... don't: know 
how...God did it." 

Pastor Kelley, being a former 
Marine, had gone to Iraq fully aware 
of the risk from insurgents and sui- 
cide bombers. As a friend and mem- 
ber of His church Roland Vukie said, 
"Pastor Kelley was willing to give 
his life so that people would hear the 
message that Jesus had. He was just 
that kind of man.,.He died in the ser- 
vice of our Lord,” as Pastor DiVictro 
said, "He was there because he want- 
ed to see Scripture take a foothold.” 

In spite of one dead and three 
wounded, the pastors finished their 
baptisms the next day, As DiVietro 
said "We decided we were not leav- 
ing without doing what we came to 
do or else John died for no reason at 
all.” He said, "If it brings attention to 
the ministry in Iraq we'll be able to 
look back and see with hindsight 
what God was doing.” But as 
DiVietro said, “We knew if the 
gospel was going to be preached in 
Iraq, it was going to cost a price of 
some sort, but we didn't think it 
would be John Kelley.”

But, John Kelley did not die in vain. 

Asa marine he offered his life for the 
freedom of his nation. As a pastor he 
gave his life for the Lord Jesus 
Christ because he loved the people 
of Iraq. He did not go there with a 
gun to kill, but with the sword of the 
Spirit which is the Word of God, He 
went to give love in the midst of 
hate, life in the midst of death and 
destruction, and peace in the midst of 
war. He died as he lived serving His 
Lord who had commanded him in 
Mark 16:15: “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” Jesus Christ desired 
and commanded that the people of 
Iraq hear the truth of the gospel. 

Many American soldiers have sacri- 
ficed their lives to offer the Iraqi 
people their God-given freedoms.

Oak wilt is a fungal disease 
that infects both red and white 
oaks. Fungal colonies develop 
in Oaks after spores moving with 
sap lodge in the water conduct- 
ing system of the tree. The 
infected tree reacts to the disease 
by producing gums and resins, 
It is both the formation of 


colonies and the production of . 


resins that cause the water con- 
ducting system ,to become 
plugged, killing the tree. 

The first signs of the oak wilt 
appear toward the top of the 
tree. Leaves will turn a dull 
green or brown staitiitg from the 
edges ‘and moving inward, 
leaves may also curl or wilt. 
Defoliation and discoloration 
begins at the branch ends and 
moves inward throughout the 
crown within several days to 
several weeks. White oaks 
show the same signs of oak wilt 
as red oaks, but white oaks seem 
to be more resistant to the dis- 
ease and can take years to die. 
Red oaks, however, are not as 
tolerant of the disease. The 
result is a rapid shutdown and 
death within in as little as three 
weeks. 

Oak wilt is spread through 
naturally occurring root grafts or 
by a sap feeding beetle com- 


! 
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The picnic beetle (above) 
is widely responsible for 
the spread of oak wilt 


disease. In its adult 
Stage, the beetle mea- 
sures about 1/3 - 1/4 inch. 


monly called the picnic beetle. 
Oak wilt causes infected trees to 
produce a pad or mat in the early 
spring. This mat contains spores 
of the disease. Picnic beetles are 
altracted to the fruity wine-like 
smell of the mats and either feed 
on or tunnel through the mats 
covering their bodies with the 
spores. Since the beetles are sap 
feeders, they are attracted to the 
fresh wounds of trees. Oak wilt 
spores fall off the beetle onto the 
fresh wound, infecting the tree. 


Oak wilt can. be spread over 


‘jong distances though beetle 


transmission. Once the disease 
has entered one oak tree, others 
in the stand will be infected 
through interconnected root sys- 
tems. Although bodies of water, 
roads or buildings can act as bar- 
riers, depending on soil type, the 
disease can spread 100 feet or 
more through root grafts. 

Little can be done once the 
tree is infected. with oak wilt. 
Expensive fungicides may be 
applied by a licensed applicator, 
but they must be used before or 
shortly after the tree or trees 
have been infected. For most 
landowners, prevention and con- 
tainment are the best treatments. 

Prevention of oak wilt is the 
easiest and most cost efficient 
means to control the disease. 
The picnic beetles are most 
active from April to July. 
Simply refraining from pruning 
oaks during this time frame will 
prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. Sometimes oaks may 
become wounded from storms 
or by careless use of lawn equip- 
ment, such as weed trimmers 
and lawn mowers. Wounds 
found on oaks during the months 
of April through July should be 
dressed with a commercially 
available tree paint to deter the 
picnic beetles from feeding on 
the sap. 

Once oak wilt is found in a

stand,. containment measures 
must be taken to. prevent its, 
spread. Root grafts must be sev- 
ered to break up inter-tree con- 
nections. This is done by the use 
of a vibratory plow or a cable 
plow. Plows of this type that are 
the most effective are those that 
have a 5-foat or longer blade. 

Placement of the plow lines is 
important to the containment of 
the disease; lines need to be 
placed far enough from the 
infected tree(s) to contain the 
disease, 

Only after the roots have been 
severed should the oaks be cut. 
The cutting of an infected tree 
that is still alive may actually 
increase the rate of spread. 
Once the trees have been cut, the 
wood should not be removed 
from the site until it has been 
debarked, chipped or split and 
dried. These steps will prevent 
the development of spore mats 
and the transmission of the dis- 
ease. 

Finally, take care in using 
lawn equipment around oaks 
between April and July. Land 
owners should cover wounds 
that do occur with tree paint and 
if they notice oaks on their prop- 
erty are turning brown or are 
losing leaves in late spring or 
summer, their trees may have 
oak wilt and they should contact 
a forester or other tree care pro- 
fessional. 


Plan to open teacher contract talks sparks debate

LANSING - Negotiations 

between school boards and 


teacher unions could be open to 
the public, allowing reporters 
and citizens to sit in on contract 
talks under a controversial new 
proposal to broaden the state’s 
Open Meetings Act. 

But critics of the idea charge 


bargaining. 

“We have a good history of 
negotiations here. I'd hate for 
anything to taint that history,” 
said Milli Haug, superintendent 
for the Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

But Sen. Wayne Kuipers (R- 
Holland), who introduced the 
measure, said he hopes to stimu- 
late discussion on the issue of 


J, that such a change, ete havea. closed-door negotiations. 
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lars, those kinds of discussions 
should be out in the open,” he 
said. 

The 1976 law requires all 
meetings of public bodies to be 
open, except for contract negoti- 
ations, personne] evaluations, 
student discipline hearings, real 
estate or other property purchas- 
es, consultation with attomeys 
and reviews of job candidates. 
The change would apply only to 
collective bargaining sessions 
involving school boards and 
intermediate school districts. 

Kuipers admitted that school 
boards and teachers might not 
like the proposal, but said tax- 
payers might favor the change. 

However, he continued, “I 
have no preconceived notions 
about support. I want to engage 
the topic and hear discussion 
from all sides of the issue.” 

The five contract deals that 
were reached last year between 
Crawford AuSable School 
District and its employee unions 
are set to expire on June 30, 
Haug said. 


With school funding from the 
state up in the air, Haug said she 
expects to once again negotiate 
one-year contracts for the dis- 
tricts more than 250 employecs 
for the 2004-2005 school year. 

She also said it is reasonable 
for the public to be informed, but 
people act differently when they 
have an audience.

be settled, Trimer-Hartley said. 
These include Hudson Area 
Schools’ 69 teachers who have 
been without a contract since 
August 2002, and Escanaba Area 
Public Schools’ 191! teachers 
who have been without a con- 
tract since last June. 

Trimer-Hartley said reaching 
agreement is an arduous journey, 
and politicizing issues and pos- 
turing before the media would be 
counterproductive to sitting 
down and hammering out a deal. 

“When school boards and oth- 
ers try to use the media, it has ‘a 
negative effect on bargaining,” 
she said. 

She added that communities 
have the chance to review any 
agreements before final deci- 


sions are made. 

Dawn Hertz, general counsel 
for the Michigan Press 
Association, said the idea that 
taxpayers who are unhappy with 
teacher contracts can vote out the 
school board in the next election 
doesn’t solve the problem 
because the money is already 
committed.

“Newspapers are always interest- 
ed in preserving access,” she 
said. 

Getting two sides to come 
together on any issue is difficult 
enough without the public 
weighing in, she said, But in the 
end, taxpayer input might bring 
more information to the process, 
perhaps creating a more viable 
contract, Hertz added, 

Don Wotruba, director of leg- 
islative affairs for the Michigan 
Association of School Boards, 
said he expects his organization 
to oppose the change. 

“At the end of the process we 
don’t have a problem with dis- 
closure,” he said, But if bargain- 
ing sessions are open to the pub- 
lic, unions that make public: 
appeals could have serious finan- 
cial impacts on school districts. 

The proposal has been referred 
to the Senate Education 
Committee, but Kuipers, who 
chairs the committee, said he has 
not set a time for hearings. “If 
there’s room in the schedule, I'll 
see if we can fit it in.” 


Drivers fined for no proof of insurance may get refund 


LANSING — Legislation 
waiving a $300 fee for motorists 
who fail to show proof of insur- 
ance when pulled over has been 
sent to the House for concur- 
rence, said Senator Tony Stamas 
(R-36th District). 

“We need to reduce the exces- 
sive fines facing drivers for fail- 
ing to have proof of insurance in 
their vehicle even if they have 
insurance,” Stamas said. “This 
is an oversight that needed to be 
corrected.” 

Stamas also is encouraged to 
hear the governor supports this 
legislation. 


“This legislation makes sense 
and I look forward to her signing 
the bill into Jaw, as do many 
motorists,” Stamas said. 

As amended, the bill: 


¢ Allows a driver to appear 


prior to the appearance date on 
the citation and show proof that 
they had auto insurance at the 
time of the violation. If they do 
this, no Driver Responsibility 
fees may be levied. 

* Provides for reimbursement 
of drivers already assessed, The 
legislation allows drivers to 
appear in court within 60 days 
and appeal the court’s ruling that

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resulted in the assessment being 
charged in the first place. If dri- 
vers prove they had insurance, 
the fees will be refunded by the 
Secretary of State. 

Stamas noted the legislation 
does not remove the civil infrac- 
tion for failure to show proof of 
insurance. This civil infraction 
has been on the books for years, 
long before the Driver 
Responsibility Act. 

Courts may still assess a $25 
fee for tickets issued, even if a 
driver appears in court with 
proofof insurance, 


Five-point plan would fight job loss in state 


LANSING - State Rep. Matt 
Gillard’ “(D-106th District) 
announced March 17 he will 
fight to win legislative approval 
of a five-point plan to create 
good-paying jobs and stop 
Michigan jobs from being 
exported overseas. 

“Thousands of Michigan 
workers are hurting after seeing 
their jobs disappear to other 
countries and thousands more are 
struggling to make ends meet 
because of a rocky economy,” 
said Gillard, 

“Our plan encourages the cre- 
ation of good-paying jobs and 
stems the exporting of Michigan 
jobs.” 


The plan includes:’ 

* A Good-Paying Jobs Tax 
Credit - Employers who create 
good-paying jobs that pay work- 
ers above the industry standard 
(as reported by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics) and demon- 
strates a net increase in jobs over 
the previous year would be 
rewarded with an SBT tax credit; 

* The Exported and Displaced 
Jobs (EDJ) Retraining Fund - 
Based on the federal Worker 
Assistance Reporting Network 
(WARN), businesses that out- 
source jobs would have to give 
the state 90 days notice and be 
required to pay into a retraining 
fund for displaced workers;

He also 
has served on the House Energy 
and Commerce Committee’s 
Oversight and Investigations 
Subcommittee where he investi- 
gated recent scandals including 
the Imclone/Martha Stewart 
stock sale, the coliapse of Enron, 
the Ford/Firestone tire investiga- 
tion, and security lapses at the 
Department of Energy’s nuclear 
laboratories. 

Stupak was also selected in 
previous Congresses to serve on 
these ethics subcommittees. 

“] again accept this appoint- 
ment with pride tn the trust that 
has been placed in my discretion 
and judgment, but with a sober 
understanding of the tremendous 
responsibility [ have been 
given,” Stupak said on March 
19. “I believe the leaders of both 
parties respect my ability to

Governor signs bill banning 
traffic signal controllers 


LANSING — Under new laws 
signed into law March 15, the 
possession, purchase or use of 
traffic signal controllers can now 
result in fines and possible jail 
lime. 

Senate Bills 842 and 843, 
sponsored by Senators Tony 
Stamas (R-Midland) and Jud 
Gilbert (R-Algonac), became 
Public Acts 25 and 26 of 2004. 
The new laws limit the use of all 
signal preemption devices such 
as Mobile Infrared Transmitters 
to emergency personnel only. 

“We designed these laws to 
help prevent unfortunate acci- 
dents,” Stamas said. “Only 
authorized emergency personnel 
should have access to these 
devices. I’m happy to see the 
governor approve this legisla- 
tion.” 

The devices emit a signal to 
receivers installed at intersec- 
tions and, when within a 1,500- 
foot range, change the light 
immediately from red to green, 
allowing emergency vehicles to 
more easily pass through the 
intersection, 

Since the devices operate on 
infrared signals, they do not emit 
radio signals like radar jammers 
and certain laser detectors. 
Therefore, they do not violate 
Federal Communications 


Commission guidelines. 

“T applaud the governor for 
signing this important public 
safety provision into law,” 
Gilbert said. “I see no need for 
the general public to possess one 
of these devices. Our Streets are 
safer with this law on the books.” 

Michigan is one of the first 
states in the country to enact such 
legislation. Additionally, a bill 
has been introduced in 1 the US. 
Congress. 

Under the new laws, penalties 
include: 

° A misdemeanor charge 
with up to 90 days in jail and a 
fine of $5,000 for the unlawful 
possession of a signal preemp- 
tion device; 

° A felony charge punish- 
able by imprisonment of up to 
two years and a fine of $10,000 
for the unlawful sale or purchase 
of a signal preemption device; 
and 

. Felony charges punish- 
able by imprisonment up to five 
years and a fine of $15,000 for 
individuals using a signal pre- 
emption device resulting in a 
traffic crash. If use of a signal 
preemption device results in a 
fatal crash, the penalty is a felony 
charge punishable by up to [5 
years imprisonment and a fine of 
$25,000.

Time running out to file for 2000 tax refunds 


Unclaimed refunds totaling 
more than $96 million are await- 
ing over 81,000 Michiganians 
who failed to file a 2000 inconie 
tax return. In order to collect the 
money, however, a return must 
be filed with an IRS office no 
later than April 15, 2004. 

The IRS estimates half of 
those who could claim refunds 
would receive more than $567. 
In some cases, individuals had 
taxes withheld from their wages, 
or made payments against their 
taxes out of self-employed earn- 
ings, bat had too little income to 
require filing a tax return. Some 
taxpayers may also be eligible 
for the refundable Earned 
Income Tax Credit (EITC).

want to get your refund,” “said 
IRS Michigan —_ spokesperson 
Sarah Wreford. “People who 


aren’t required to file sometimes 
overlook that they had tax with- 
held. Don’t wait until it’s too 
late. We want all taxpayers to get 
the refunds they’re due.” 

In cases where a return was not 
filed, the law provides most tax- 
payers with a three-year window 
of opportunity for claiming a 
refund. If no return is filed to 
claim the refund within three 
years, the money becomes the 
property of the U.S. Treasury. 
For 2000 returns, the window 
closes on April 15, 2004. The 
law requires the return be proper- 
ly addressed, postmarked and 
mailed by that date. There is no 


penalty assessed by the IRS for 
filing a late return qualifying for 


a refund. 


Wreford reminded taxpayers 
seeking a 2000 refund that their 
checks will be held if they have 
not filed tax returns for 2001 or 
2002. In addition, the refund will 
be applied to any amounts still 
owed the IRS and may be used to 
satisfy unpaid child support or 
past due federal debts such as 
student loans. 

“By failing to file a return, 
individuals stand to lose more 
than refunds of taxes withheld or 
paid during 2000,” said Wreford. 
“Many jow-income workers may 
not have claimed the EITC. 
Although eligible taxpayers may 
get a refund when their EITC is 


more than their ta those who 
file returms more than three years 
late would only be able to offset 
their tax. They would not receive 
refunds if the credit exceeded 
their tax.” 

Generally, individuals quali- 
fied for the EITC in 2000 if they 
earned less than $31,152 and had 
more than one qualifying child 


‘living with them, less than 


$27,413 with one qualifying 
child, or less than $10,380 and 
had no qualifying child. 

Current and prior year tax 
forms are available on the IRS 
web site (www.irs.gov) or by 
calling 1-800-829-3676. 
Taxpayers who need help can 
also call the IRS help line at 1- 
800-829-1040. 


Renew watercraft registrations on-line 


Boat owners can renew their 
watercraft registrations online at 
the Michigan Secretary of State’s 
web site, www.michigan.gov/sos. 

The web-based program pro- 
vides watercraft owners with the 
ultimate convenience of renew- 
ing from their homes or offices 
anytime of the day or night. 
Residents may also renew water- 
craft registrations by touch-tone 
telephone or mail, or at a branch 
office. Online and touch-tone 
renewal options end August 31. 

“It may be winter now, but 
warmer weather and the boating 
season will be here before you 
know it,” said Secretary of State 
Terri Lynn Land. “I encourage 
all boat owners to take advantage 
of renewing online. It’s easy and 
quick, and the registration decals 
are mailed within seven to 10 
days,” 


Colorful “Don’t Be Left at the 
Dock” inserts included with 
renewal notices remind cus- 
tomers of the convenience of 
online and touch-tone renewal. 
Instructions and the personal 
identification numbers needed to 
log-in to the system are also pro- 
vided in the notices. 

Payment can be made by 
VISA, MasterCard, or Discover 
credit cards. About 256,000 
renewal notices were mailed this 


year, 
Alf watercraft on Michigan

¢ Watercraft 16 feet or less, 
propelled by oars or paddles, and 
not used for rental or commercial 
purposes;

Alzheimer’ S$ patients experi- 
ence personality changes with 
symptoms of agitation: easy to 
anger, low frustration level, and 
at its worst, physical aggression, 
The latter is one of the primary 
symptoms that prompt families 
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lo place loved ones in a skilled 
nursing facility. 

Scientists will study whether 
patients who take valproate 
experience less agitation, as 
well as whether valproate will 
slow down the deterioration of 
memory and daily functioning 
that occurs as the disease pro- 
gresses. And, according to 
Pierre Tariot, MD, project direc- 
tor at the University of 
Rochester, there’s good reason 
to conduct this study. 

“When we began to look at 
valproate in the laboratory, we 
were amazed to see that this 
simple drug blocked several key 
molecular events that we know 
are involved in the progression 
of Alzheimer’s,” Tariot said. 
“We are eager to learn whether 
these neuroprotective effects 
that valproate exhibited in the 


VALID 


laboratory will also occur in 
Alzheimer’s patients.” 

The VALID study ts the first 
of its kind to study an agent that 
may have the potential to block 
“tangles,” one of the hallmarks 
of Alzheimer’s disease linked 
with memory loss and other 
symptoms of dementia. 

Tangles are abnormal brain 
tissue structures formed by 
abnormal processing of a pro- 
tein called tau. Normally, tau is 
crucial for intracellular func- 
tioning and structure, but in 
Alzheimer’s patients, a stringy 
cluster of tau and phosphate 
molecules form, leading to dys- 
function that impairs the cell’s 
ability to communicate with 
neighboring cells. This eventu- 
ally leads to cell death, con- 
tributing to the confusion, dis- 
orientation and forgetfulness 
associated with Alzheimer’s. 

Previously, researchers have 
studied the effects of valproate 
in Alzheimer’s patients already 
showing signs of agitation, and 
have found that the medication 
did provide a beneficial effect 
for agitation in some patients, 

“Until we have a cure for 
Alzheimer’s, we are continually 
searching for ways to provide 
patients with prolonged autono- 
my so they can live their life to 
the fullest for as long as possi- 
ble,” said Nancy Barbas, MD, 
MSW, principal investigator at 
UMHS for the study and clinical 
assistant professor of Neurology 
at the U-M Medical School. 

The VALID study will follow 
the 300 patients over two years; 
UMHS hopes to enroll 10 
patients in the trial. While in the 
Study, patients may continue 
standard treatment with other 
medications. 

In addition to examining val- 
proate’s possible side effect on 
slowing progression of symp- 
toms of the illness, researchers 
will also conduct two. ancillary 
studies. 

One study concerns a blood 
test that will investigate how 
Alzheimer’s affects the manu- 
facture of critical cell products, 
messenger RNA and protein. 
The other will use repeated MRI 
scans in a subset of 200 people 
to determine if valproate slows 
pr alters the expected loss of 
whole brain volume in 
Alzheimer's. 

VALID is funded primarily 
with a grant by the National 
Institutes of Health. In addition, 
Abbott Laboratories is donating 
valproate and the placebo med- 
ication, as well as the funds to 
finance the two avy stud- 
ies,
